discussed in Lansing, saying, “public 
vouchers and choice go together.”

Weiss stated that he was opposed to 


the current cut and cap proposal, 


‘because it does not address school 


funding. Weiss feels that.a 1% sales 
tax increase would go a long way 


-towardshelping the state mectits fiscal 


responsibilities in the education arena. 

Other issues addressed by the 
candidates included public ownership 
of land in Crawford County. Weiss 
said townships and counties like 
Crawford should be reimbursed out of 
the D.N.R, 

Both candidates indicated their 
concern with the current economy, 
stressing the need to reduce the cost of 
doing business in Michigan, including 
reform of workman’s compensation 
and other related issues. 

In their concluding remarks, both 
candidates stressed their backgrounds, 
Lowe as a teacher and an attorney, 
Weiss as a VietNam veteran and 
businessman. The public took

Commissioners look to hold costs 
as fiscal year nears the end

Commissioners debated changing 
their expense schedules in.an effort to 
hold the line on costs and stay on 
budget at their last regular meeting, 
October 7. 

After reporting on new Department 
of Social Services (D.S.S.) rules 
requiring all welfare recipients to 
volunteer their services or work part 
time, Commissioner Loren Goodale 
indicated that the county budget was 
getting tight as the fiscal year wound 
down. 

In order to hold the line on costs 
Goodale motioned that commissioners 
traveling out of the county to meetings 
be given achoice of being paid $22.00 
- a meeting plus mileage or $32.00 per 


meeting and no mileage. Currently 


commissioners traveling out of the 
county to meetings receive $32.00 plus 
milcage. The motion was supported 
by commissioner Bob McLachlan. 


Commissiorier Joe Callewaert, who 
attends out-of-county meetings of the 
North East Michigan Consortium and 
the Northern Michigan Association of 
Counties on behalf of .the county, 
protested, saying, “this is vengeful, 
small town politics, I’m the 
commissioner who travels to Lansing, 
to Alpena, to Onaway, for very 
important committee meetings.” 

Commissioner Dennis Long 


responded to Callewaert’s remarks: 


saying, “You're not the only one 
making sacrifices for this county, Joc, 
. L have the facts and figures to support 


this.” The motion passed ona roll call 


vote, with commissioners Bob Smock 
and Callewaert opposing the motion. 

In other action, McLachlan made a 
motion to request the state attomey 
general to provide a legal opinion 
regarding Callewaert’s voting on 
issues pertaining to his wife’s position 
as county magistrate. At the time the 


votes were taken, Callewaert had asked 


to abstain from voting on the issues 


and was not permitted to do so as he 
had not previously filed a conflict of 
interest disclosure. In the discussion 
which followed, Long indicated that 
he felt it would be a good idea to get a 
legal opinion on the issue to clear up 
this gray area for future reference.

Disabled workers show 
their value at jobs

Some people may think Alice 
Malkin, of Grayling, got a late start at 
entering the working world. She was 
39 years old before she started her first 
jobat the Grayling Kmart store in May 
of 1991, 


But Alice’s venture into the work 
place has involved a longer journey 
than many people experience. She 
had to deal with a physical impair- 
ment-—-a vision disease left her legally 
blind without her eyeglasses, Alice 
also had to overcome a mistaken diag- 
nosis. When Alice was a child grow- 
ing up in Roscommon she was errone- 
ously labeled by the mentat health de- 
partment as retarded, 

After finishing the 7th grade at 
Roscommon, she spent 22 months in 
the state hospital at Traverse City. 

“It was a crime as far I am con- 
cerned,” said Lenore Landon, of the 
Michigan Rehabilitation Services for 
Crawford and Roscommon, “She is 
definitely notretarded. Infact, she has 
above average intelligence.” 

Alice was referred to the Michigan 
Rehabilitation Services in 1991 and 
Landon helped encourage her to apply 
for a job in the garden shop at Kmart, 

“The wrong diagnosis had affected 
her self-esteem and she needed a little 
more self-confidence,” said Landon, 

Michigan Rehabilitation Scrvices 
also arranged for a coach for Alice to 
help with the job training. Arlene 
Williams, from the R.O.O.C. work- 
shop, went through the training pro- 


gram at Kmart with Alice and helped — 


coach her for the first six monthsof the 
job. She said Alice needed less help 
than other persons needing coaches. 
The employer doesn’t pay any extra 
for the training coach and the em- 


ployee isexpected toperformuptothe 


standards for all employees, 

Kmart enlarged some of the training 
material into big print to help Alice 
with her vision difficulties, Alice 
worked in the garden during the sum- 
mer or 1991 and when itclosed, Kmart 
liked her work so much, they moved 
her to the position of greeter at the 
front doors. Because of her difficulty 
in reading small print, Alice memo- 
rizcs all the items on sale each day. 

“Alice is really conscientious at the 
Job,” said Paul Lokai, Kmart general 
manager. “She’s only missed one day 
of work in a year and a half and she 
cares about doing the jobright the first 
time, I wish we had a lot more em- 
ployccs like her, When Alice says 
‘welcome to Kmart’ tocostumers, she 
really means it. Lots of our regular 
customers like to come in to say hello 
to Alice." 

Alice switches back to the garden 
shop during the summer and she en- 
joys both jobs. 

“Tike to water the flowers and take 
care of the plants,” said Alice, “but I 
love tosee the faces of the little onesas 
they comcin the door. [look for smiles 
from them, Sometimes they say the 
darnest things.”

This letteris in response to the 10-4- 
92 editorial letter written by Brad 
Jarmin and to all others who truly 
believe they haveall the facts regarding 
the Crawford AuSable School system, 
but in reality are misinformed. 

The Vision 2000 plan was not 
promoted to “aspire to create a beiter 
environment” for our children. Mr. 
Jarmin and others may not have had 
the time or desire to read information 
beyond the number of mills and the 
total amount of the Bond Issue. Our 
school system is desperately 
overcrowded atthe Elementary School 
ievel. Fifth grade is part ofelementary 
school. It does not now nor never has 
belonged in the middle school, but is 
there because we cannot fit one more 
body ateither the Grayling Elementary 
or Frederic Elementary. 

This overcrowding has a spillover 
affect at the high school. My older 
daughter, currently in ninth grade, 
attends her Aigebra class amidst the 
stoves of the Home Economics room. 
This room has no blackboard on the 
wall making it difficult for the 
instructor as he must squeeze rather 
lengthy algebraic equations into the 
smallrectangular space onan overhead 
projector. (And yes, I realize things 


could be worse!) 


My other daughter is in Fifth Grade. 
The children within her grade level 
have been overcrowded since 
kindergarten, which was the first time 


they were split, with many of them 
transferred to Frederic from Grayling 
Elementary as carly as age five. There 
can be no continuity of socialization 
as the children never know if next year 
their best friend will be attending a 
different school. This year sixty fifth 
graders are at the high school. This 
isn’t being done to fool taxpayers. itis 
being done out of strict necessity. 
This same fifth grade class will be 
entering high school (this time 
appropriately) in the Fall of 1996. I, as 
aparent,am extremely concemed. This 
is precisely the time the high school 
overcrowding wili be reaching crisis 
proportions. There will be over 700 
Students in grades 9-12, the school 
will accommodate 630. The 
elementaries and middle school will 
already be above capacity. What will 
happen to my child and all the others? 
They will undoubtedly receive an 
education, but of what quality? It is 
impossible in this day and age to go 
back to the one room school concept, 
particularly in high school when things 
like Journalism, Language, and 
Computer Labs, Drafting and 
Engineering, Band Rooms, ctc. are 
needed for quality instructional use.

The Michigan Department of Transportation (MDOT) is currently preparing its 1993-95 State Transportation Improvement 
Program (STIP), in accordance with requirements of the Intermodal Surface Transportation Efficiency Act of 1991 (ISTEA). The 
Act governs the distribution of federal aid for transportation projects across the country and requires that each state department of 
transportation develop a three-year statewide transportation improvement program. 


The Michigan STIP will include anticipated surface transportation projects to be implemented in non-urban areas of the state. 
Projects to be implemented in urbanized areas with greater than 50,000 residents will be discussed in a Transportation 
Improvement Program (TIP) produced by the area's Metropolitan Planning Organization. 


In addition to the above projects, MDOT will administer transit programs with funds raceived under ISTEA in 1993-95. These 
funds will provide for the purchase of buses and vans, capital equipment, capital and operating assistance, facility expansion and 
renovations, and grants for research, training, and related support services. Transit programs and projects in the urbanized areas 
are listed in the relevant metropolitan area Transportation Improvement Program (TIP).

feeding, grooming, or on-the-job 
activities like typing. Much of the 
occupational therapy at the center is 
upper extremity orthopedic 
rehabilitation. 

“Our rehab team works together so 
the clicnt can regain movement, 
function and be strong while being 
able to regain the activities of their 
daily life,” Nygard said. “A lot of 
physical therapy is knowledge about 
what’s needed for the person so they 
can get back to functioning ability.” 

Persons injured during an athletic or 
sports activity are often referred to the 
Rehab Center’s athletic trainer who 
works with the individual so they can 
return to that specific sports activity. 

“In sports there are different forces 
on the joints of the body and the 
muscular requirements to perform the 


activity are different,” Nygard said. 
“Whether you’re a high school athlete 
or a weekend athlete, our program can 
help the client regain the high level of 
intensity required in their particular 
sport.” 

Speech therapy services are also 
offered for individuals who have loss 
of speech or other problems such as 
swallowing, hearing or 
communication, 

“When you think of specch, you 
think of talking,” commented Nygard. 
“But it’s also understanding and being 
able to communicate your thoughts in 
different ways. Somany of our clients 
are working on alternative methods of 
communication.” |
